A  coi  respondent  who  writes  us  that  he  has  read 
w  th  interest  our  former  article  on  the  relative 
healthiness  of  .the  pursuits  of  tea  and  coffee 
pLiiiting  in  Ceylon,  remr ''"  'lial  we  have  ig- 
nored une  great  advanlay  -redit  of  our 
present  chief  industry.  /  ^,„^  to  which 
he  refers  is  entirely  of  a  financial  cliaracter  ; 
but  there  can  be  no  doubt,  that  the  lightening 
of  "  ftnnncial  worries,  "  as  our  friend  tertus  them, 
has  an  immense  deal  lo  do  wilh  the  healthiness 
of  those  exposed  to  ihem,  What  were  the  fi- 
nancial CDndtiions  in  the  past,  from  which  the 
planter  of  the  present  day  is,  fortunately,  free? 
Cofiee  was  an  annual  crop  only,  save  in  a  few 
exceptional  cases.  It  resulted  that  the  expenditure 
on  cultivation  could  only  he  recouped  after  a 
long  period.  All  the  money  that  had  to  be  laid 
out  uDon  this  had  to  be  foutid  in  advance,  and 
we  all  know  how  seriously  this  burden  told 
upon  the  resources  of  the  coffee  planters.  It 
was  almost  the  invariable  rule  that  money  had 
to  be  obtained  either  from  the  banks  or  the 
agencies.  The  former  adopted  the  practice  of 
inaking  advances  against  crops  ;  but  certainly 
did  not  find  the  system  work  altogether  satis- 
factorily for  themselves,  and  had  to  adopt 
very  stitngent  conditions  to  guard  as  far  as 
possible  against  \n^>i.  I'lte  stringency  of  these 
caused  many  planieis  t.i  prefer  reaort  to  the 
several  large  agency  houses.  Once  in  their  grip, 
however,  the  coffee  planter  often  found  that  his 
iudepentlence  was  comparatively  gone.  The 
agencies  insisted,  as  one  of  the  conditions  under 
which  they  made  advances,  that  the  curing  of 
the  crops  should  he  placed  in  their  hands,  as 
well  as  all  matters  connected  wilh  their  shipment. 
Ni-t  content  with  this,  they  further  freqtiently 
claimed  to  supply  all  the  necessaries  required 
on  the  estates.  Rice,  toi>ls,  gunny  hags,  and  a 
hundred  other  items  had  to  be  procured  solely 
through  tliis  agency.  In  those  days,  in' fact,  the 
agent,  and  not  the  planter,  was  the  principal. 
It  was  piobalily  the  case  that  from  the  com- 
mencement of  this  labour  to  the  receipts  of  pay- 
ment (or  its  friiiis,  some  fifieeii  mijnths,  or  even 
more,  had  to  elapse. 

How  different  are  ihe  circiimst vices  of  our 
tea  planters !  They  are  forwarding,  and  receiv- 
ing payment  for  their  crops  every  monih  or 
even  at  shorter  intervals.  TIte  labotir  (or  phick- 
ing  nnd  preparing  is  paid  for  probably  within 
two  monihs  of  incurring  the  cost  o(  it.  There  is 
little  or  no  need,  therefore,  to  have  recourse  to 
borrowing,  wilh  all  its  worrying  and  generally 
haiiiperinB  results.  None  but  those  who  were 
well-aquainted  wilh,  itnd  probably  suffered  from, 
the  evils  of  former   day.*,    can  adeqnati-Iy  realize 


how   blest 


IS  our  present  generation  of  planters 


in  their  almost  total  freedom  from  troubles  of 
the  class  we  have  ineniioned.  That  the  relief 
thus  caused  must  conlrihute  to  the  maintenance 
of  cheerful  spirits  and  good  health  is  a  fact  that 
may,  therefore,  jusiifiably  be  placed  to  the  credit 
of  tea  planting  in  comparison  wilh  coffee  planting. 


In  vuw  of  the  poi^sibiliiies  of  Paraguay  as  a 
wheat  grow  inn  iCijion,  ifrent  interest  was  attached 
lo  the  experiment  in  that  direction  made  on  the 
New  Australia  selilement,  where  a  couple  of 
hundred  of  acres  of  land  were  put  under  this  crop 
as  a  test.  Mr.  Macnamarw  wntes  to  our  ancient 
contemporary  that  the  result  was  far  from  satis, 
factory,  and  the  loss  of  the  anticipated  cereal  crop 
must  be  a  severe  blow  to  the  hopes  of  the 
colonists.  Referring  to  this  experiment,  a  resident 
of  Villa  Rica  writes  under  date  of  November  aSth  • 
—"Out  at  the  New  Australia  settlement  the  wheat 
crop  has  been  a  complete  failure.  They  reaped 
It,  but  they  say  they  will  not  thresh  it.  It  grew 
splendid  straw  bnt  formed  no  grain.  I  saw  a 
sample  of  it.  The- grains  are  shrivtlled  little' 
things,  no  bigger  than  a  pin's  head."— 5it<trt  ana 
/astime.

We  deny  the  right  of  any  government  to 
inltict  penalties  and  losses  without  incurring 
responsibility  for  miscarriage  of  justice.    A 
government  shoultl  be  just  as  amenable  to 
the  latv,  as  is  the  lowest  citizen,   and  it 
should  be  hckl  just  as  rigidly  to  an  account 
for  its  acts.

In  urging  the  need  of  international  regu- 
lations for  the  enforcement  of  quarantines 
against  persons  and  property,   we  assume 
that  the  relations  now  subsisting  between 
commercial  nations  establish  the  existence 
of  rights  in  such  intercourse  which  can  not 
be  disregarded   without  incurring  a  corres- 
ponding penalty.     The.se  rights  are  already 
recognized  in   ordinary  commercial  inter- 
course and  in  the  more  complicated  relation- 
ships, partly  arising  from  commerce,  which 
have  sprung  from  travel  and  residence  in  a 
foreign  country.  The  foreigner  is  no  longer 
a  man  without  a  country  and  protector.   If 
he  is  deprived  of  his  liberty  without  cause, 
or  if  his  property  is  seized  under  conditions 
which  indicate  exceptional  treatment,  he  is 
entitled  to  appeal  to  the  representative  of 
his  country  for  protection.     It  has  been  a 
slow  growth,  but  little  by  little  have  come 
into  existence  a  collection  of  precedents, 
conventions,  and  agreements  which   form 
what  is  generally  called  international  law. 
Some  of  its  principles  have  been  established 
by  treaty,  cjthers  deduced  from  precedents. 
In  general  they  serve  to  better  protect  men 
residing  or  travelling  in  foreign  countries, 
as  well  as  to  define  the  relations  between 
governments.    It  is  therefore  wholly  within 
the  line  of  progress    wiich  the  civilized 
worid  has  been  following,  to  undertake  the 
regulation  of  a  practice  which  is  alvyays  a 
serious  obstacle  to  commerce,  and  which 
involves  risks  and  losses  in  life  and  property. 
It  can  be  said  that  quarantines  are  impar- 
tially executed,  falling  alike  on  the  native 
and  the  foreigner,  yet  their  enforcement  is 
generally  directed  against  the  foreigner,  and 
their  burdens  generally  fall  upon  his  shoul- 
ders.   They  are  generally  enforced  on  the 
seaboard,  and  against  shipping  arrivals  ol 
all  nationalities.    This  being  the  case,  they 
properly  fall  within  the  scope  of  interna- 
tional regulations  and  should  be  governed 
by  some  common  agreement,  so  that  third 
parties    may  not  be  compelled  to  suffer 
through  the  rivalries  and  misunderstandings 
of  nations  who  seek  to  injure  each  other  by 
the  imposition  of  unjust  quarantines.     If 
this  right  be  conceded  of  exercising  protec- 
tion over  the.  lives  and  property  of  citizens 
in  a  foreign  country,when  unjustly  assailed, 
then  this  right  should  be  extended  to  his 
protection  when  arbitrarily  held  in  quaran- 
tine, and  when  his  business  is  prejudiced,or 
property  destroyed,   through  expulsion,  de- 
lays, disinfection,  and  all  other  arbitrary 
ineasures  designed  to  protect  a  country  from 
some  exterior  pestilence.  Whether  the  dan- 
ger is  real,  or  iinaginary,   the  principle  of 
.responsibility  is  the  same.     If  the  danger  is 
real,  then  the  coillmunity  benefits  froni  stich 
measures,  and   should  therefore  bear  the 
costs.     Should  these  costs  be  distributed 
throughout  a  whole  community,  the  burden 
will  fall  lighdy  upon  each  one  of  its  mem- 


In  establishing  general  regulations  for 
the  imposition  and  administration  of  quar- 
antines, the  following__jiQij3.tS-  should  be 
considered  as  essential:  ist,  uniformity  of 
system ;  and,  skilled  superintendence  ;  3rd, 
obligatory  compliance  with  established 
sanitary  requirements  by  all  lazarettos ;  4th, 
full  responsibility  of  the  government  impos- 
ing quarantine  for  all  losses,  damages  and 
personal  injuries  arising  from  quarantine 
and  disinfection ;  5th,  complete  exemption 
of  persons  and  goods  quarantined  and 
disinfected  from  all  costs  and  charges  on 
same,  the  government  imposing  the  quar- 
antine being  liable  for  all  the  expenses 
incurred  ;  6th,  liability  of  the  government 
imposing  quarantine  for  all  damages 
suffered  by  steamers  and  sailing  vessels  on 
account  of  quarantines  of  tvhich  they  have 
not  been  duly  advised ;  7th,  the  combina- 
tion of  neighboring  countries  in  the  im- 
position of  quarantines  so  that  these  may 
not  be  duplicated,  or  rendered  unneces- 
sarily severe.  There  are,  of  course,  other 
requirements  equally  necessary,  but  the 
foregoing  will  serve  to  illustr.ate  the 
general  plan  which,  in  our  opinion,  should 
be  adopted.  As  long  as  quarantines  can 
be  imposed  for  the  benefit  of  officials  and 
contractors,  abuses  will  surely  prevail,  and 
for  this  reason,  as  well  as  in  the  interests  of 
abstract  justice,  the  persons  and  merchan- 
dise subjected  to  quarantine  should  be 
released  from  every  charge.  It  would,  in 
our  opinion,  be  good  policy  to  leave  the 
superintendence  of  lazarettos  tq  the  steam- 
ship companies,  who  would  surely  find  it 
to  T  leir  interests  to  administer  them  efii- 
cie  i:  y  and  economically.  Of  the  general 
plan  oudined  above,  the  first  three  require- 
ments would  probably  be  accepted  with- 
out question.  No  one  will  contest  the 
advantage  of  having  one  uniform  system, 
so  that  the  shipmaster  and  traveller  may 
know  exactly  what  is  expected.  Some  of 
the  details,  however,  might  not  be  so 
readily  accepted,  for  it  should  be  insisted 
that  the  health  inspectors  should  be  men  of 
experience  and  sound  judgment,  instead  of 
the  striplings  who  cause  so  much  mischief 
at  the  River  Plate,  An  international 
system  should  also  provide  for  a  general 
board  of  health,  with  authority  to  annul 
the  decrees  of  any  local  board.  Of  skilled 
superintendence  we  have  already  spoken. 
As  it  is  designed  to  secure  the  comfort  of 
the  traveller,  and  to  instil  order,  economy 
and  efficiency  into  a  service  so  notoriously 
bad  in  every  respect,  no  one  will  contest 
its  desirability.  Of  the  third,  everyone 
will  agree  to  the  principle,but  few  will  know 
how  to  carry  it  into  effect.  Something 
can  be  estabHshed,  however,  in  regard  to 
the  buildings  and  their  sanitary  arrange- 
ments, the  healtiifulness  of  the  sites 
selected,  and  the  frequent  abuse  of 
overcrowding  them.  The  fourth,  fifth  and 
sixth  points  have  already  been  discussed 
fully.  As  for  the  seventh,  it  is  designed  to 
cover  the  anomalies  which  now  exist  on 
this  coast,  both  in  the  duplication  of  quar- 
antines, and  as  to  iiie  inexcusably  burden- 
some requirement  that  vessels  shall  go  to  a 
distant  port  to  undergo    quarantine.     At 


the  present  moment  there  are  quarantines 
against  cholera  here  anil  at  Montevideo, 
Buenos  Aires  and  Sandy  Point  —  tlie  latter 
for  Chili,  It  is  possible  that  vessels  might 
be  required  to  undergo  quarantine  at  each 
one  of  these  pLices  in  succession.  We 
have  known  cases  to  occur  where  the 
quarantines  have  been  repeated  at  a 
second  port,  and  that  too  without  the 
excuse  of  a  suspicious  case  of  illness.  Il 
the  quarantine  is  against  Europe,  then  the 
time  served  at  the  first  port  visited  on  this 
coast,  should  hold  good  for  all  subsequent 
visits.  As  for  the  other  matter,  it  is  suffi- 
cient to  say  that  we  have  known  sailing 
vessels  ordered  from  Par.a  to  Ilha  Grande, 
a  sailing  distance  of  over  2,500  miles,  for  a 
petty  quarantine  of  eight  to  ten  days, 
Further  south,  we  have  known  sailing 
vessels  sent  from  llaliiii  Blanca  to  Buentjs 
Aires  for  the  same  purpose.  This  con- 
temptuous disregard  of  the  convenience 
and  rights  of  shipping  men  is  a  matter 
which  ought  not  to  be  overiooked  any 
longer.  If  a  nation  will  not  give  up  the 
idea  that  pestilence  can  be  coinbatteil  only 
by  means  fof  artificial  barriers,  then  it 
should  be  enforced  with  the  le.ist  possible 
amount  of  hardship  and  expense. 


The  account  which   we   publish    else- 
where of  the  atrocities  committed  in  Peru, 
will  convey   some  slight  idea  of  what  is 
occurring    in  that    country  in  the  name 
of  legality,   but  it   will  be  only   a  partial 
conception.     It  is  impossible  to  iinagine 
what  is  really  occurring  there  ;   the  country 
is   under  a  veritable  reign  of  terror,  and 
the  telegraph   lines  and   po-totfice  are  so 
closely  watcheil  that  it   is  very    dihicult 
for    any  resident  to    send    news   outside 
the  country.   Occasional  letters  have  found 
their  way  into  the  newspapers,  however, 
and  from   these  we  have    learned    some- 
thing of  the   atrocities    which    are    being 
committed  there  by  the   Caceres  govern 
ment,   which  like  so   many  others  is  mas 
querading  belore  the  worid  as   the  legal 
representative  of  the  people.     Of  its  acts, 
we  have  only  a  partial  record,   but  these 
are  suflicient.     Violent  arre-ts,  imprison- 
ments,   assassinations,   executions   without 
even  the   form    of  a  trial,  arson,  tortures, 
outrages    on    women,    pillage,  everything 
that  hatred   and  fiendish   cruelty  can  de 
vise  —  these  are  the    means  employed   to 
suppress  a  revolt    against  the    constituted 
authorities  and  to  enforce  the  orders  of 
the    legal    government.      A    revolutionist 
himself  more  than    once,  Caceres   has  so 
great  an  aversion  for  this  method  of  work- 
ing political    changes  that  he   would  ex- 
term  inate  the  whole  brood   with   fire  and 
sword.   No  one  should  be  left  except  those 
who,  like  himself,  represent  order,  legality, 
and  authority.      If    revolution    is    ahvays 
wrong  and  authority  always  right,  then  the 
history  of  the  worid    is    extremely    mis- 
leading, and   there    is    much    to    correct 
in  our  political  philosophy.  Reasoning  from 
cause  to  effect,  we   might   conclude   that 
in   a   country  where  spies  are  omnipresent, 
where  one's    most    guarded   conversations 
are  reported  to  the  police,  where  one  dare 
not   go   into    the    streets,   nor  to  church, 
nor  to  the   burial  of  a   friend   for  fear  of 
impressment,    where  the   telegr.aph   offices 
are  under  oflicial  control  and  all  messages 
are  read,   where  one's  letters  are   broken 
open  and  read  with  impunity,  where   one's 
property  is  seized  and  confiscated  at  plea- 
sure, for  the  use  of  the  state  where  murder 
outrage,  pillage,  torture,  imprisonment,  false 
testimoni"  intimidation,  the  suppression  of 
civilian  rights  and  privileges  in  every   par- 
ticidar,   are  common  daily   occurrences,  — 
one  might   conclude  from    all   this  that  the 
government  itself  is  a  tyranny  and  deserves 
to   be   overthrown.     But.  according  to  the 


new  argument,  revolution  is  so  tlestruoive 
and  bad,    that  all    these  must    be  Ijurne 
uncomplainingly,    for  they  represent  leg- 
ality and  (.stablished    authority.      If  the 
tyrant    enecutive    wills   that    one's   throat 
shoultl  be  nit,  the  victim  should  submit  to 
the  senteiicf  with  a  smile  and  offer  to  holil 
the  hasin  himself!     It   is  strange   indeed 
thai  wc  have  drifteil  so  far  from   the  bea- 
ten paths  of   ])olitical    develo|)ment   Ihat 
siii:h  atrocities  are   pcrmitleil  without  out- 
siile  inlerrerence  or  protest.     If  the  Turk 
mass.icres  an   Arinenian  village,  the  whole 
worid  cries  out    in   horror,     but  ivhen  a 
South  American  tlcspot  commits  a  similar 
offence   noi  a  word  is  said.     It  has  been 
suggested  that  it  is   the   .Monroe   doctrine 
which  is  pnjiecting  these    monsters  and  re- 
pressing the  voice  of  protest  throughout  the 
civilized  world,  but  this   we  ilo  not  believe. 
The  .^Ionl■oe  doctrine   was   never  designed 
to    protect   a   dictator,  or  a  tyrant ;    nor  to 
shiehl    assassination    and    outrage.      The 
.American  people  would  be  as  tleeply  shockt 
ed  .IS  any  olher,  were  they   to  know  wha. 
has   really   happened    in    Peru    anil   other 
parts  of  South  America.     In  all  probability, 
however,  they  are  ignorant  of  what  is  really 
happening.  They  have  been  taught  to  look 
upon  the  South   American   ."s  a   Christian 
and  a  civilized  being,  and    they   are   reluc- 
tant   to    believe    that    he    could   destroy 
whole  villages,  that  he  could  murder  help- 
less iirisoneis,   that   he  could  shoot  them 
treacherously  in  lonely  places,  pitch  their 
bodies   over    precipices    and    there    leave 
them   for   the   vultures,    that   he  coukl  so 
terrify  men    through  the   employment  of 
spies  that  they  dare  not  speak  even  in  the 
seclusion   of  their  own  homes.     The  .Am- 
erican citizen  knows  no  terrors  like  these 
under  his  own  flag,    and  he  naturally  hes- 
itates to  believe  that  they  could  possibly 
exist    in     any    country     calling    itself   a 
republic.     Someday  he  will  learn  the  truth, 
however,  and  then  he  will  know  how  gross 
a  despotism  a  South  American  republic  can 
really  be . 


Of  the  terrible  accident   which  occurred 
on  the  bay  Sunday   evening,  there  is  but 
little  that  one  can   say  either  in  explana- 
tion or  excuse.     The  disaster  came  so  sud- 
denly upon  us  and  there  was  so  little  control 
and  intelligible  appreciation  of  the  situation 
on  the  spot,  that  no  one  seems  able  to  give 
an  intelligent  account  of  it.  Up  to  the  pres- 
ent moment  we  do  not  know  how  many 
people  were  on  the  burning  ferryboat,  nor 
how  many  lives  were  lost.     We  probably 
never  shall  know.     Nor    do  we  know  to  a 
certainty    how   the  fire  orignated,  nor  how 
it  is    the  alarm    was   not   given    eariier. 
It    would    seem    that  the  company    has 
been  negligent   of  precautions  against  fire, 
probably  through  the  long  immunity  from 
accidents   which  it  has  enjoyed,  and  that 
it  has  been  more  than  negligent   in  not 
employing   more   trustworthy   men  on  the 
boats.    The  worst  feature  of  the  disaster, 
honever,  was   the    cowardly   conduct    of 
the  passengers  of  the   ferryboat    Qiii/ifa, 
who,   with   revolvers,  prevented  the  m.t5ter 
of  that  boat  from   going   to  the  rescue. 
ft    is   known     that     the    master    turned 
his   boat  toward  the    Tfnvira    with    the 
intention    of  taking    off   the    passengers 
which   he  could    easily    have    done,   but 
the    passengers  of  his   own   boat   rushed 
upon  him  and   threatened   his  life   if  he 
did   not   withdraw.     They    tilleged,    it  is 
said,    that   the    fire    might  be  communi- 
cated, or  that  the   TerceMs  boilers  might 
explode,  and  thus  their  precious  lives  might 
be   lost.     Much  good  such  miserable,  cow- 
ardly  lives   are   to   the     worid   any    way. 
Had   they   used  their    eyes    and  limited 
reasoning    powers,    they    could    not    have 
failed  to  see  that   the  engineer  of  the  r^;-- 
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ceifa  had  opened  the  valves  to  avoid  an 
explosion,  and  that  the  ends  of  the  two 
boats  could  have  been  joined  long  enough 
for  the.  victims  to  escape  without  the 
slightest  risk.  In  their  intense  selfishness 
and  cold-blooded  brutality  they  saw  no- 
thing, and  were  content  to  stand  by  and 
see  scores  of  helpless  men,  women  and 
children  burning  and  drowning  without 
making  one  lieroic  effort  to  save  them. 
The  infamy  of  such  conduct  is  simply 
beyond  our  limited  powers  of  denuncia- 
tion. No  time  should  be  lost,  however, 
in  publishing  the  names  of  these  mis- 
erable cowards,  and  in  having  them  pros- 
ecuted for  carrying  prohibited  weapons 
and  threatening  life  with  them.  Their 
cowardice  may  not  be  a  punishable  of- 
fence before  the  law,  but  ou  two  points, 
carrying  and  drawing  firearms,  they  have 
certainly  broken  the  law.  It  is  a  public 
duty  to  denounce  them  and  have  them 
-punished. 


Ji/r£Ji  PLA  TE  ITEMS. 
'  —A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  Sunday  snys  lliat 
(lie   epidemic   in   Rosaiio  is  considered  to  be  ex- 
linct,   no   new  cases  having    appeared   for  some 
days. 

—The  Argentine  and  Uruguayan  govermnenls 
were  al)out  to  modify  their  qimianlmes  against 
Brazil  when  ihe  news  was  received  that  cases  had 
appeared  in  Kio  de  Janeiro.  So  modifications 
will  now  be  considered  until  the  state  ol  Rio  is 
better  known. 

—A  Montevideo  telegram  of  December  a6lh 
(lublished  in  Buenos  Aires  says:  — "The  Brazilian 
Admiral  Saldanha  da  Gama  will  shortly  proceed 
to  Rio  Grande  to  lake  command  of  ihe  rebels  ; 
lie  will  be  accompanied  by  Argentine  and  Uru- 
guay officers  engaged  for  the  purpose." 

—The  whole  quarantine  system,  as  c.irried  out 
by  South  American  countries,  is  not  only  cumbrous 
in  itself,  and  inefficient  in  tlie  way  of  pieveliting 
the  impDitadon  of  coniagiuus  diseases,  but  it  is  a 
(lisgrftce  to  our  civilisation,  and  a  standing  menace 
to  lire  public  health.— AVwj.^,  Buenos  Aires. 

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  6th  says  tliat 
Geneial  Miire  and  Dv.  Pellegrini  have  butli  re- 
fused to  accept  portfolios  in  the  cabinet.  Why 
were  they  asked,  we  should  hke  to  know  ?  The 
man  of  the  lime  in  Argentina,  is  ihe  one  who  will 
govern  without  the  assistance  or  (ear  of  Roca, 
Mitre  and  Pellegrini. 

—According  lo  the  Razoa  of  yesterday,  the 
total  expenditure  on  account  of  the  August  f^tes 
and  the  Paraguay  medats  amounts  to  $120,000, 
as  was  calculated  by  the  indepenilent  papers  at 
first.  This  would  have  paid  the  pension  lists  (or  a 
month.  The  benefit  derived  from  this  expenditure 
may  be  described  as  nil. —  Montevideo  Times, 
Dec.  19th. 

'  — The.  iQinistry  uf.war  has  forwtrded  to  the 
ofhce  of  direct  taxes  the  trifle  of  800  diplomas  of 
military  giodei  and  pToinouoiis,  ptinciyfttly  curies- 
putuling  to  the  civti  government  of  Dr.  nerrera* 
and  some  dozens  to  the  present  government.  A 
siamp  of  $15  will  be  placed  on  each  diploma,  the 
value  of  which  will  be  discounted  from  the  pay  of 
the  party  interested .  —'Montevideo  Times, 

— The  trial  of  the  reformed  rides  look  place  at 
Punta  Carreias  on  Monday,  lasting  from  5  a.  m. 
until  5  p.  m.  The  President,  minister  of  war, 
chief  of  the  staff  and  majority  of  the  military 
authorities  were  present.  These  guns  were  bought 
by  Dr.  Herrera  from  the  German  government, 
and  were  reformed  by  contract  with  Sr.  P.  Dar- 
che,  representative  of  the  French  Company  of 
Portable  Arms,  which  has  a  depot  in  this  capital. 
Some  l5iOoo  rounds  were  fired,  the  occasion  being 
also  made  one  of  general  firing  practice.  Some 
unfortunate  mares  were  chosen  (or  experiments 
■  in  corpore  vili,  and  it  was  found  that  tne  bullets 
made  a  teriible  perforation  in  the  living  body. 
One  u(  the  mares  was  killed  by  a  first  shot  at  30O 
metres.  The  technical  report  has  nfit  yet  been 
issued,  but  the  general  verdict  was  that  the  new 
guns  were  superior  in  range,  precision  and  quick- 
firing  to  those  at  present  in  use.  The  cartridges 
supplied  also  gave  great  satisfaction,  not  one  of 
llie  15,000  missing  fire.  According  to  the  Nacion, 
the  new  rilles,  with  French  bayonet  and  straps, 
coat  about  $9.90  each,  whereas  the  old  Reming- 
tons  cost  $18  to  %  20.  ~  Montevideo  Times, 
Dec.  19th. 

— The  frantic  denials  of  the  existence  of  cholera 
in  Argentina  have  subsided,  and  our  Buenos  Aires 
colleagues  are  publishing  telegrams  like  ihe  lul- 
towing: 

"Santa  Ti,  December  26.— Il  is  said  that  there 
are  seven  cholera  cases  in  ColasCin^.  Consider* 
ing  the  quality  of  water  drunk  there,  it  is  strange 
that  so  (ew  cases  are  reported.  Parand  still  con- 
tinues to  place  arrivals  (rom  this  province  in 
quarantine.  Every  precaution  is  being  taken  here 
against  an  invasion  of  the  disease." 

"Rosario,  December  a6— It  is  stated  that  SeRor 
Puccio  died  in  Alberdi  from  cholera,  which  proves 
the  existence  of  the  disease.  A  tarce  numoer  of 
people  are  leaving  the  city.  All  llie  fruit  in  the 
markets  has  been  destroyed  and  the  sale  of  ice- 
creams has  been  prohibited.  A  medical  doctor  is 
ill  auendance  at  every  police  office.  Minister 
Alcacec  hai  arrived  from  Santa  Fi  to  adopt  the 
necessary  sanitary  measures." 

"Catamarca  26  December.— The  national  health 
board  is  about  to  establish  a  'lazaretto'  in  Recreo 
station  to  provide  against  the  development  of 
cholera.  Thti  heat  is  almost  unbearable;  the 
thermometer  yesterday-  and  to-day  registered  39 
centigrades  in  the  shade." 


—The  Uruguayan  government  has  at  last  order- 
ed an  investtgation  into  the  iille<cd  abmci  at  the 
Flirei  island  quarnnline  siniion.  Thli  should 
have  occurred  long  ago. 

—The  depressing  newi  comes  from  lome  of  the 
colonies  in  Santa  F^  that  the  colonies  will  not 
ihresh  Ibeir  grnin  a*  their  harvest  ii  so  poor  that 
the  result  will  not  pay  the  enormous  taxes  levied 
upon  \X..— Sport  and  Pastime. 

—In  the  month  o(  November  there  were  593 
births,  69  marriages  antl  286  deaths  in  the  city  of 
Montevideo.  Tlie  population  was  estimated  at 
340,390.  The  passeneer  and  immigrant  ariivaU 
numbered  5,41a,  and  ine  departures  4,565. 

—  The  Royal  Mail  Co.  is  advertising  direct-to- 
Europe  steamers  from  the  River  for  April  18  and 
May  15,  should  sufficient  inducement  offer.  It 
puazles  us  to  know  why  a  direct  service  should  be 
started  when  ihe  hot  season  in  practically  over. 

—The  quarantine  regulations  imposed  on  our 
ships  by  the  Brazilians  has  for  the  moment  para- 
tized  every  kind  of  export  trade  here  most  se- 
riously. Live  stock,  jerked  beef,  wheat,  nuiie, 
and  all  kinds  of  produce,  do  not  find  a  single 
buyer  for  Biazil,  and  prices  have  consequently 
fallen.  Wheat  may  be  said  to  have  fallen  70  cents 
for  superior  and  good  classes,  and  80  cents  (or 
inferior.  Hay  is  now  very  cheap,  as  also  is  barley 
for  (odder. -i/or/  and  Pastime. 

—The  Montevideo  health  board  came  in  for 
some  free  and  undiluted  cursing,  <tnd  maledictions 
were  heaped  upon  their  heads  bv  a  crowd  of 
disappointed  holiday  makers  bound  for  the  other 
side.  As  the  news  that  five  days  quarantine  would 
be  imposed  on  arrivals  from  our  city  was  only 
received  lale  in  the  afternoon,  a  number  of  pas- 
sengers went  down  to  the  biKil,  and  only  learnt 
when  on  board  that  the  boat  w'>uld  not  sail  that 
mglit.  Tliis  undoubtedly  caused  a  great  deal 
of  annoyance  and  loss  of  time  and  the  member* 
of  tiie  Monievideo  health  board  were  spoken  of 
as  anyt)iiii)j  but  gentlemen.  —  7'imes,  Buenos 
Aires,    Dec.    23. 

—The  Executive  has  applied  to  the  Chambers 
for  an  extraordmary  credit  of  $30,000  for  sanitary 
measures  against  cholera.  This  was  approved  at 
once  by  the  Senate  and  doubtless  will  be  also  by 
the  tthcr  chamber.  The  only  measures  so  far 
proposed  ill  the  application  of  trie  conncil  of  public 
liygiene  which  was  the  basis  ol  the  grant,  are 
the  establii^hment  of  a  sanitary  cnrdon  on  the 
Brazilian  frontier  and  of  five  sanitiry  stations  at 
the  fnmticr  towns  o(  Santa  Rosa.  San  Eugenio, 
Rivera,  Ariigas  and  Cliiiy.  It  is  thought  this 
will  be  sufficient  to  prevent  the  disease  coming 
overland  from  Brazil.  De»infecling  stoves  will  be 
ordered  from  Europe  by  telegraph,  and  when 
done  with  on  Ihe  frontier  will  be  passed  on  to  Ihe 
towns  of  Salio,  Paysandu,  Mercedes,  San,Jos6 
and  Minas.  The  iiistallatinn  of  the  five  sanitary 
stations  is  estimated  at  $3000  each,  and  the 
monthly  expenses  at  $500  each.  Not  a  word  is 
said  nbi>ut  any  inierior  sanitary  measures. — A/on- 
tevideo  Times,  Dec.  19. 

—The  real  reason  why  the  Monievideo  author- 
ities have  subjected  Argentine  arrivals  to  quar- 
antine is  not  m  any  way  connected  with  the  sup- 
posed cholera  cases  in  Rosario  or  Colastin^.  A 
few  days  ago,  a  sailor  on  board  a  steamer  about 
ready  to  sail,  was  taken  ill,  in  dock  here.  Anexaip- 
inaiion  of  the  patient  induced  the  doctor  in 
believe  that  it  was  a  case  of  cliolera,  upon  which 
the  steamer  was  ordered  to  sail  immediately  for 
her  destination,  which  she  did  a  few  hours  aft^- 
wards,  proceeding  to  Brazils.  The  case  was 
known  in  Moaitvlaeo,  henc«  the  rc^rt  a  few  dm 
since  that  quarantine  would  be  imposed,  llfie 
matter  was  however  intiiifactorily  vrimMd.  Yfi' 
terday  morning  a  precisely  aimiUr  CMt  nappeiM 
and  a  sailor  on  board  tlie  British  steamer  Ma' 
tistow,  in  port  here,  was  reported  suffering  from 
cholera,  and  a  few  hours  afterwards  the  steamer 
was  steaming  off  for  Brazds.  A  repetition  of  «n 
internal  disorder  brought  on  by  Boca-gin  ahd 
unripe  fruit  was  "too  much"  for  the  Montevideo 
authorities,  and  hence  the  Quarantine  imposed, 
Poila  tout.'— Times,  Buenos  Aires,  Dec.  23.  Ahd 
yet,  in  Buenos  Aires  they  find  no  one  to  blame 
but  the  foreign  government  which  imposes  quar- 
antine against  such  a  place.  If  they  would  deport 
that  health  board  to  China,  the  whole  difhculty 
would  disappear.  i 

— A  disgraceful  scene,  in  which  two  Argentine 
officers  were  concerned,  took  place  at  the  Retiro 
station  on  Christinas  evening.  Two  men  who 
were  shifting  trucks,  etc.,  managed  somehow  to 
bump  or  otherwise  disturb  the  dignidad  del  hombre 
ol  the  gallant  soldiers,  Some  high  words  followed 
and  the  officers  struck  the  men,  but  as  two  or 
even  lour  can  play  at  this  game,  the  men  returned 
the  blows  with  interest,  This  was  too  much  for 
the  noble  lieutenants,  who  finding  they  were  get- 
ting the  worst  of  il,  with  true  manliness  drexu 
Ikeit  swords  upon  their  opp:)nents.  By  this  time 
the  statioumaster  bad  become  aware  of  the  fracas, 
and  came  forward  to  interfere,  receiving  as  his 
reward  a  slash  on  the  arm.  Being  a  powerful 
man,  he  went  for  his  armed  assailants  and  with 
bare  firsts  managed  well  enough  to  disarm  the 
brave  men  sj^ainst  whom  he  was  fighting.  He 
then  called  a  vigilante  and  marched  the  defenders 
of  their  country  to  the  police  station,  following 
them  with  the  spoils  of  war,  in  the  shape  of  the 
two  swords  under  his  arm.  The  commissary, 
alter  regretting  that  in  such  a  case  he  was  power- 
less to  punish  the  ofTenders,  returned  the  dishon- 
oured swords  to  their  cowardly  and  beaten  owners 
and  bowed  them  out  of  the  place .  That  an  officer, 
to  whom  a  sword  is  given  presumably  for  use  in 
his  country's  service,  should  so  far  degrade  his 
uniform  as  to  draw  that  sword  in  a  brawl  in  a 
public  place  upon  an  unarmed  man,  is  a  disgrace 
to  the  whole  Argentine  army,  but  that  a  man  in 
endeavouring  lo  do  his  duty  should  be  exposed 
to  the  murderous  violence  ol  such  so-called  of- 
ficers and  although  being  wounded,  should  be  un- 
able to  obtain  any  redress  because  the  men  are 
military  men,  is  a  disgrace  to  the  Argentine  nation 
and  a  hideous  blot  on  its  idea  of  justice.  Any 
officer  committing  an  act  of  this  description  in  a 
civilized  country  would  be  hounded  with  ignominy 
from  the  service  he  had  disgraced  and  the  uniform 
he  had  degraded.— 7)m»  0/  Argentina,  Buenos 
Aires,  Dec.  27.

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  stii  says  that 
„  bill  will  be  presented  to  Congress  depriving 
members  ol  pay  for  Ihe  time  they  may  be  alisent. 
Thin  is  a  step  in  the  liglit  direction,  and  will  do 
much  to  reduce  the  "no  quorum"  record. 

•A  report  having  been  circulated  to  the  effect 
that  diviiions  had  appeared  among  the  revolutionary 
leaders,  the  junta  at  Monievideo  has  published  an 
energetic  pioie^t  again«t  the  report  that  the  Rio 
Grande  federnlivts  intended  to  separate  from  Ihe 
others. 

— Quaranline  1  It  makes  one  hold  one's  breath 
to  think  of  il,  but  it  is  on  in  all  its  rigour  and  pas- 
sengers coming  from  Rosariu  will  nave  a  coach 
to  tlicmselves  and  suffer  the  tortures  of  dislnfec- 
lion  either  on  the  road  or  on  arrival  at  Belgrano 
where  they  will  have  to  get  down.  Montevideo 
has  imposed  five  days  quarantine  on  passengers 
from  here,  it  is  said,  not  because  they  are  fright- 
ened of  contagion  from  here,  but  in  order  to 
convince  BraiU  that  we  are  unclean,  in  which 
case  Braiil  will  prefer  Oriental  beef  to  Argen- 
tine. The  cause  of  all  this  scare  i*  reported 
cholera  in  Rosirio,  Colastii)^,  and  Santa  Fe,  but 
so  far  the  doctors  have  not  been  sble  to  make 
up  their  minds  tliat  ihe  epidemic  in  Colastln^  is 
any  thing  more  than  the  cholerine  that  visits  us 
every  year  at  this  time.  '  People  are  very  fright- 
oned  of  cholera  here,  but  in  Buenos  Aires  and 
Rosario  where  there  are  good  water  supplies, 
there  is  no  cause  (or  alarm  if  ordinary  precau- 
tions are  taken  and  people  keep  themselves  in 
healthy  condition. —  Sf>ori  and  Pastime,  Buenos 
Aires  Dec.  26th. 

—The  most  iiniiortant  question  of  the  jerked- 
beef  industry  and  quarantines  in  Brazil  still  oc- 
cupies prominent  attention,  ihouiih  it  is  difficult 
to  see  what  can  be  done.  Superfluous  and  vex- 
atious quarantine  against  Brazil  has  so  0  ten  been 
imposed  in  the  River  Plate,  that  we  can  hardly 
protest  now  that  Bratil  lakes  an  opportunity  of 
retaliating  in  kind,  lor  she  has  simply  lo  point 
to  our  own  courses  as  an  unanswerable  prece<lent. 
It  is  to  l>e  hoped  that  the  serious  dilemma  we  are 
now  placed  in  will  have  the  eiTect  of  arousing 
the  auihoriiies  to  consider  the  quaranline  question 
in  a  more  serious  hght  than  they  have  done  hith- 
eito,  and  to  see  that  the  decision  of  a  matter  so 
seriously  affecting  many  important  interests  is 
not  left  to  a  handful  of  quarrelsome  doctors 
whose  motives  have  not  always  been  above  suspi- 
cion. The  chamlier  of  commerce  intends  to  make 
an  official  representation  10  govemmenc  on  the 
injury  bein^  done  to  one  of  our  principal  indus- 
tries, but,  as  we  have  already  said,  it  seems  to 
us  that  eitverninent  is  practically  helpless  in  the 
matter,  being  bound  to  wait  on  the  good  will  or 
caprice  of  the  Braeilmu  authorities.  Certainly 
tiiere  is  the  alternaiive,  which  Brazil  apparently 
wishes  to  force  011  us,  of  declaring  quarantine 
against  Argentina,  but  tliat  is  an  evil  hardly  less 
serious  than  the  one  it  is  required  to  remedy.— 
Montevideo  Times,  Dec.  18. 


fecttve  Appears  to  have  been  done  to  save  the 
passengers,    except   the   forethought   of  the  en- 

(jincer  m  opening  the  safety  valves  of  the  boi- 
ers  to  prevent  an  explosion.  The  master  sig- 
nailed  for  the  engines  to  stop,  and  then  nothing 
more  was  done.  There  were  apparently  but 
few  IKe-saving  appliances  on  board.  The  fire 
burned  with  sucn  rapidity,  however,  that  the 
passengers  were  soon  driven  overboard,  where 
many  were  drowned,  some  were  rescued  by  the 
launches  and  boats  which  hurried  to  the  scene, 
and  a  lew  succeeded  in  swimming  ashore. 

The  ferryboat  Quinta  had  just  left  the  Nicth- 
eroy  shp  when  the  fiie  broke  out,  and  the 
master  promptly  hurried  to  the  rescue.  On 
approaching  the  burning  vessel,  he  was  suddenly 
surrounded  by  an  excited  crowd  of  passengers, 
some  with  revolvers  in  their  hands,  who  threat- 
ened his  life  if  he  ventured  near  the  burning 
boat.  He  was  therefore  compelled  to  turn  away 
and  leave  the  passengers  of  the  Tereeira  to  their 
fate.  Before  doing  so,  however,  he  had  all  the 
benches  and  other  means  of  saving  life  thrown 
overboard  for  those  struggling  in  the  water. 
Detestable  and  cowardly  as  was  this  act  of  the 
passentters  of  the  Quinta,  the  press  has  had 
very  little  to  say  in  regard  lo  it.  The  Paiz, 
however,  has  condemned  it  in  immeasured  terms, 
and  will  join  us,  we  trust,  in  insisting  on  the 
prosecution  of  these  cowards  for  carrying  and 
drawing  fireartps. 

In  little  more  than  half  an  hour  the  terrible 
scene  was  at  an  end,  so  far  as  the  passengers 
were  concerned.  The  ferryboat  was  new,  this 
being  her  first  day's  service,  and  the  paint  was 
still  fresh  on  the  woodwork,  which  will  in  part 
account  for  the  rapid  progess  of  tlie  flames.  Up 
to  last  evening  24  bodies  had  been  recoverea, 
but  the  Ust  of  the  missing  already  reaches  30, 
while  the  list  ol  those  known  lo  have  been 
saved  is  about  the  same  number.  A  large  number 
of  bodies  have  been  recovered  totdey  ana  the  total 
is  already  in  the  neighborhood  of  50. 

The  Theeita  was  buiU  at  S.  Joio  da  Barra 
and  w^s  fitted  with  engines  from  the  Qitintard 
Iron  Works,  She  was  provided  with  electric  ' 
lights  and  was  fitted  up  with  an  elegance  thus 
far  unknown  to  the  lerry  service  on  tl|is  bay.

— A  Santiago  telegram  of  the  2nd  iust.  says  that 
the  Chilian  press  expects  a  pacific  solution  of  the 
boundary  question  with  Argentina.  In  the  mean- 
time, however,  the  government  is  making  heavy 
acquisiiions  of  arms  and  ammunition  in  hurope, 
and  it  is  reported  that  two  ironclads  have  been  ob- 
tained from  the  United  States  government.  The 
last  report  may  be  quarantined  at  once. 

—The  Esmeralda  has  gone  at  last.  She  left  this 
port  on  Saturday  (Dec.  S) bound  for  Ihe  Galapago 
islands,  where  she  is  to  exchange  the  Ecuadona 
Hag  for  the  fapanese.

The  tollowing  letter  appears  in  the    Ti 
Argentina,  dated  from  Lima,  October  31st : 

You  complain  that  I  do  not  comply  with  your 
orders  lo  wire  to  the  Times  of  Argentina  the  daily 
occurrences  in  respect  ol  the  revolutionary  mOve-^ 
nient  in  the  repulilic.  Please  bear  this  tale  :  No- 
body here  is  allowed  to  tell  the  truth,  every  news- 
paper office  has  an  interventor,  every  telegraph 
office  is  equally  under  government  immediate: 
supervision.  No  telegraphic  communication  is 
therefore  possible  1  To  give  you  an  idea  of  the 
risks  run  by  anybody  giving  information  of'the- 
revolutionary  movement  I  may  state  that  the 
residence  of  every  suspecled  person  is  invaded  by 
the  police  at  all  hours  of  the  night,  the  furniture 
destroyed,  the  male  residents  turned  into  the 
streets  and  the  female  portion  cruelly  violated- 
People  ate  arrested,  pell-mell,  whipped,  tortured, 
shot,  or  decapitated  without  trial.  Political  prison- 
ers disappear  and  their  families  can  not  even  as- 
certain where,  their  dead  bodies  are  interred,  the 
only  consolation  allowed  them  is  that  they  can 
pray  for  the  souls  of  the  departed. 

Recruiting  in  the  public  thoroughfares  goes  on 
continually;  often  a  raid  is  made  at  a  chui'ch  door 
when  people  are  comiiig  out.  The  men  are  then 
entrapped,  tied  up  much  in  the  same  way  as  slave 
drivers  convey  their  slaves,  and  inarched  off  to  the 
barracks  lo  increase  the  government  forces.    Any-

dation,  and  some  of  their  leaders  were  placed 
onder  arrest.  In  Curitiba  only  a  third  of  the 
voters  appeared;  at  Paranagua  only  180  voters 
appeared,  out  the  government  party  counted  666 
votes  all  the  ume.  On  the  other  side  the  victorious 
parly  reports  that  the  election  passed  off  peace- 
fully and  successfully,  and  that  Vicente  Machado 
>was  elected  senator.  If  this  is  the  style  of 
republican  liberty  tlie  country  is  to  enjoy,  then  one 
could  be  supremely  happy  under  a  despotism. 

—The  Avfiif ciVt  of  Par&  of  the  13th  ult.  pub- 
lishes a  letter  from  Gregorio  Accacio  de  Figuei- 
redo,  writing  from  JalobS  on  the  upper  Tocan- 
tins  on  November  24ih,  from  which  we  learn  that 
Ihe  celebrated  Boa  Vista  war  is  going  on  worse 
than  ever.  The  two  local  chiefs  Carlos  Leit3o 
and  Jos£  Dias  are  still  carrying  on  open  war 
against  each  other  in  Goyai.  LeitSo  and  his 
friends  had  been  driven  out  of  B6a  Vista,  and  had 
taken  refuge  in  Porto  Franco.  Jos6  IJias  then 
laid  siege  to  the  place,  and  after  56  days  invest- 
ment, secured  possession  of  the  town  through  a 
treaty  with  Lieut.  Jos£  Ignacio  Hescketh,  who  was 
in  command  of  the  place.  His  first  act  was  to  re- 
lease all  the  persons  in  prison,  and  his  second  to 
incarcerate  all  the  principal  persons  and  officials 
of  the  place,  all  of  wlioin  were  afterwards  mur- 
dered. The  savagery  displayed  in  this  conflict 
would  be  incredible  were  it  not  vouched  for  by 
so  niany  witnesses  during  the  past  two  years. 

—New  Year's  day  in  Petropolis  will  be  rem- 
embered as  the  date  of. a  great  inundation.  An 
exceptionally  heavy  rainstorm  visited  that  locality 
about  5  o'clock:  in  the  afternoon,  and  with  the 
result  that  the  Piabanha  was  unable  to  carry  off 
the  floods  of  water  that  jpoured  down  the  hillsides 
into  the  liiwn.  The  river  somi  overflowed  its 
.  banks  and  the  streets  were  full  of  water.  Much 
damage  was  done  to  the  aireeis .  and  gardens,  and 
the  water  even  invaded  many  low-lying  sluips 
and  dwellings.  On  the  hillsides  deep  gullies  were 
woshgd  out,  and  in  some  places  large  trees  were 
uprooted.  The  railway  connecting  with  Mau&  was 
also  so  much  mjured.  that  all  traffic  was  suspend- 
ed for  the  moment,  and  th^  passengers  from  Rio 
were  compelled  to  return.  At  (he  Alto  the  rail- 
way buildmgs  and  rolling  stock  suffered  much 
damage  from  a  heavy  landslide.  Smaller  land- 
slides occurred  at  other  points,  but  the  company 
was  able  to  open  communication  toward  evening 
on  the  2nd. 


-There  were  1,463  deaths  In  Fortaletn,  Ccar.^, 
during  the  past  year.  The  emigration  from  the 
state  qumbtred  5,933  persons,  which  gives  an  ag- 
gregate of  about  3C,ooo  during  the  past  three 
years.

—An  old  epidemic  Is  again  raging  in  S9o  Paulo— 
that  of  burglary.  It  Is  humbly  suggested  that  rig- 
orous vaccination  Is  the  only  recourse  against 
the  evil,  but  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the 
burglar,  not  his  victim,  is  the  one  to  be  operated 
upon. 


Railroad    Notes 


—It  is  said  that  the  minister  of  industry  will 
soon  initiate  work  on  the  chnnge  of  the  gauge 
between  Cachoeira  and  S.  Paulo,  to  make  it  un- 
iform with  the  Central. 

—The  government  is  now  considering  the  pro- 
posal of  the  S.  Paulo  Railway  Co.  for  the  laying 
of  an  extra  broad.gBUge  track  and  a  metre- 
gauge  track  Iwtwecn  Santos  and  Jundiahy.  The 
Sovernment  and  people  of  S.  Paulo  are  urgently 
emanding  this  improvement,  and  we  can  therefore 
see  no  reason  why  the  national  government  should 
refuse  its  permission. 

—Seldom  has  such  a  story  of  "alarms,  excur. 
sions,  parties  firing,"  been  recited  to  a  city 
meeting  as  was  unfolded  to  the  shareholders  of 
the  Donna  Theresa  Christina  Railway  Company 
yesterday.  For  seven  months  of  the  year  the  line 
was  alternately  in  the  hands  of  the  government 
troops  and  ihe  insurgents  in  the  province  of 
Santa  Catharina ;  but,  strange  to  say,  the  actual 
physical  damage  done  did  not  exceed  j^3,ooo. 
Both  insurgents  and  soldiers  seem  to  have  been 
infinitely  tender  to  the  line.  Perhaps  ils  feminine 
title  appealed  ti  their  finer  feelings.  As  5,457^ 
passengers  were  carried  during  tlie  year,  il  might 
seem  as  though  one  of  the  travellers  had  been 
cut  in  two  during  the  disturbances;  but  it  is 
only  a  litilc  way  the  company  has  of  giving  its 
statistics  in  the  very  cxlremest  detail.  Besides 
an  endemic  revolution,  the  company  had  to 
cope  with  a  strike  which  lasted  about  three 
weeks,  and  entirely  stopped  the  traffic.  Duiing 
the  "warlike  operalionii"  the  company's  manager 
got  lust;  he  could  not  communicate  with  the 
board,  and  the  directors  fancied  he  must  have 
been  locked  up.  He  was,  apparently,  lucky  to 
escape  that  late ;  for  the  government  seemed  to 
think  he  deserved  it  — an  opinion  in  which  the 
directors  by  no  means  share. — Finaneiai  News, 
Dec.  8.

Some 
complaints  have  been  made  from  the  Ribeir^o 
Pielo  district  to  the  effect  that  the  rams  Iiave 
caused  much  damage,  but  from  other  localities 
the  reports  are  unanimous  in  prognosticating  a 
heavy  crop. 

—During  1894  the  "maritime  section"  of  the 
Empreca  Indusirial  de  Melhoramentos  no  Brazil 
(lessees  of  the  D.  Pedro  II  docks)  embarked 
2iS93ii9S  bags  of  coffee,  against  2,358,053  bags  in 
loi^  _  Of  the  coffee  embarked  Iss^  yeart  Jr>990,- 
891  bags  came  from  Minas  Geraes,  1,065,9^6 
from  Kio  de  Janeiro,  176,776  from  S,  Paulo»  and 
58,575  from  Espirito  Santo. 


LEAF  DISEASE  iN  AFRICA. 

A  Zanxibar  correspondent  of  Ihe  Ceylon  Obsener 
writes  as  follows,  November  1st,  in  regard  to  the 
appearance  ol  leaf  disease  at  the  new  coffee  plan. 
lations  in  East  Africa: 

**The  prospects  before  the  coffee  planters  of 
Usambara  in  German  East  Africa  have  unfortun- 
ately assumed  an  aspect  anything  but  encouraging. 
Leaf  disease  has  undoubtedly  made  its  appearance 
and  has  already  put  a  different  complexion  on  the 
condition  of  some  of  the  fields.  News  of  this 
disastrous  occurrence  was  reported  at  Bombay, 
and  Ihe  trees  were  said  to  have  been  denuded  of 
leaves  which  turned  black  and  dropped.  From 
further  inquiry  I  am  led  to  believe  this  to  be  an 
exaggeration  unless  it  was  in  the  case  of  very 
young  plants.  Inquiry  at  Tunga,  the  German 
sea-port  for  Usambara  and  the  coast  terminus  of 
the  railway  now  under  construction,  elicited  an 
evasive  answer  only,  but  subsequent  contirmalion 
of  the  bad  news  reached  Zanzibar  by  a  Ceylon 
man  who  had  seen  one  of  the  superitendents  lately 
sent  from   Ceylon  to  Usambara. 

On  one  property,  men  were  set  to  strip  olif  the 
infected  leaves,  (such  of  them  at  any  rate  as  could 
be  detected)  and  burn  them,  whilst  other  remedies 
were  also  apphed.  In  addition  to  this  the  tender 
fruit  was  also  stripped  off  to  prevent  weakening  of 
the  plants.  Whilst  some  of  the  seed  coffee  was 
obtained  from  Mexico  and  other  places,  some  was 
obtained,  I  am  told,  from  Ceylon  and  hence, 
probably,  the  introduction  of  the  disease."

Draenert. 

— Among  the  departures  for  the  south  on  Ihe 
coasting  steamer  DesUrro  on  the  2nd  inst.  were 
General  Moura,  commandant  of  ihe  Rio  Grande 
military  district,  Colonel  Vespasiano,  ex-director  of 
the  Central  railway,  Dr.  Heicllio  Lui,  governor 
of  Santa  Catharina,  and  others. 

—The  new  prefect  took  possession  of  his  office 
on  the  1st  inst.  One  of  his  first  official  acts  was 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  Adolpho  del  Vecchio  to 
the  position  ol  director  of  public  wovks  of  the 
municipality.

Is  it  possible  that  the  weak- 
ness to  which  all  human  flesh  is  heir,  has  ctept 
into  that  immaculate  insliiution  ?  If  we  are  to 
lose  failh  in  llie  lottery,  to  what  can  we  cling  ? 
And— ni  the  Paiz  would  say— whither  are  we 
going  F 

—The  new  federal  sanitary  institule  has  been 
organised  with  the  following  staff:— Dr.  Francisco 
de  Castro,  director;  Dr.  Luii  Anlonio  da  Silva 
Santos,  vice-director ;  Dr.  Anlonio  Augusto  de 
Azevedo  Sodr^,  secretary;  Dr.  Francisco  Fajardo, 
chiet  of  the  bacteriological  laboratnry;  Dr.  Josii 
Luii  de  Bulhocs  Carvalho,  chief  of  the  statistical 
bureau . 

—The  Hispuie  between  ihe  editor-in-chief  of  the 
Jornal  do  Commeicio  and  the  president  of  the 
Banco  da  Rqnililica  has  now  reached  that  point 
where  the  former  accuses  Sr.  Ranijel  Pestana  of 
seeking  to  defraud  him  of  his  properly,  and  then, 
lailins  in  tlii-*,  of  seeking  to  ruin  his  firm  and  credit. 
Dr.  Rodrigues  then  asks  the  bank  president  to 
bring  an  action  for  libel. 

— There  were  14,343  l>iirials  in  the  puijlic 
cemetery  of  S,  Francisco  Xavier  during  the  past 
year.  The  highest  number  in  one  month  was  in 
March,  when  3,803  inlernients  were  made.  At 
the  public  cemitery  of  S,  JoJo  Baptista  the 
interments  last  year  were  4.537,  making  a  total  of 
18,879  ^"^^  'he  two  cemiteries.  The  burials  in 
the  t>riv(\le  cemeteries  of  the  city  have  not  yet  been 
published. 

—Without  doubt  the  Jomal  do  Comn^ichi  cm 
find  only  tfio  much  that  is  worthy  of  censure  in 
the  daily  incidents  and  life  in  the  United  Slates, 
but  would  it  not  be  better  to  seek  Ijetter  sources  nf 
information  than  ihe  notoriously  hostile  French 
press.  AJournalist  who  calls  the  regntar  December 
meeting' of  Congress  as  "an  extraordinary  session" 
is  certainly  not  a  safe  authority  to  quote  on 
American    affairs. 

— The  Paiz  has  given  another  cry  of  alarm. 
The  proprietor  of  a  hapiche  on  Ilha  Secca,  wlio 
left  Ine  harbor  with  the  insurgents,  is  ne^oiiating 
the  rental  of  his  property.  'Ihis  has  given  great 
pain  to  the  patriotic  interior  ot  our  colleague— 
hence  the  cry.  Those  who  are  suspected  of  sym- 
pathy wilh  the  revolt  should  be  very  careful  how 
they  work  upon  the  tender  sentiments  ol  the  Paiz, 
for  these  daily  ^«Vdj  are  very  exhausting. 

— Th6  Jarnal  do  Commerdo  of  the  4th  inst.  pub- 
lishes a,  letter,  bam  the.  well-known  naval  con- 
structor TrajSho  Augusto  d'e  Carvialho,  who  an- 
nounces his  departure  for  London  on  a  brief  visit 
tn  one  oif  his  sons  who  was  wounrled-  in  the  recent 
KvoltV  In  this  Utter  he  relates  the  story  of  bis 
imprisonment  from  February  l6th  to  September 
6th,  and  the  reported  assassination  of  his  two 
sons,  Alvaro  and  Arthur,  at  Santa  Catharina.  He 
proposes  to  bring  the  assassins  to  justice  if  pos- 
sible. 

—The  French  government  has  refused  to  permit 
newspaper  correspondents  to  accompany  the  Mada- 
gascar expedition,  and  has  forbidden  the  officers 
to  furnish  information.  It  is  to  be  a  "still  hunt." 
While  we  do  not  consider  such  a  measure  wise  and 
just,  we  can  not  deny  the  fact  that  the  corres- 
pondents of  some  of  ihe  great  newspapers  have 
given  ample  cause  for  it.  Men  who  lie  and  betray 
and  play  the  spy  can  not  expect  to  command  much 
confidence. 

—Bravo!  The  Argentine  health  board  is  begin- 
ning 10  show  signs  of  recovery.  According  to 
telegrams  published  here  on  the  morning  of  the 
6tli,  our  neighbors  have  suddenly  discovered 
that  BraEil  is  not  in  so  bad  a  sanitary  condition 
after  all,  that  Rio  is  comparatively  healthy,  and 
that  the  quarantine  against  us  might  be  modified. 
Had  it  not  been  for  the  insane  conduct  of  the 
Piiiz  and  its  sanitary  inspectors  over  tliat  case 
of  oyster  paittes  in  Rua  Guarda  Velha,  we  should 
have  had  the  quarantine  off  by  this  lime. 

—It  may  be  useless  perhaps  to  complain  further 
ol  the  delays  and  blunders  of  the  posloffice,  but  if 
the  complaint  is  not  made  then  the  reform  will 
never  come.  It  must  be  said  that  the  service 
rendered  here  is  so  bad  that  it  will  be  difficult  to 
find  anything  worse  in  such  a  city  in  any  part  of 
the  world.  It  frequently  occurs  that  letters  and 
papers  are  delivered  days  after  the  arrival  ol  a 
steamer,  and  it  is  of  daily  occurrence  to  find  your 
letters  mixed  up  wilh  those  of  persons  having 
names  resembling  your  own,  Surely  something 
ought  to  be  done  to  improve  this  service. 

—We  lake  much  pleasure  in  announcing  that 
the  Woman's  Board  of  Missions,  of  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  has  recently  secured  the  large  palacele 
built  by  Mr.  A.  Januzzi  in  Pelropolis,  where  a 
school  lor  young  ladles  will  snon  be  opened  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Mary  Walts,  the  accomplish- 
ed directress  of  the  young  ladies  school  at  Fira- 
cicaba,  Sio  Paulo.  The  ]i.\\}xit\  palacete  is  one  of 
the  finest  residences  in  Petropolis,  and  is  excep- 
tionally well  adapted  10  its  new  purposes.  Ii  is 
situated  on  a  charming  site,  is  bountifully  provided 
with  water,  .and  its  s.initary  arrangements  are  uf 
Ihe  best.  A  letter  location  and  edifice  could  not 
have  been  found.  We  understand  that  the  school 
will  not  be  opened  until  about  the  end  of  the  hot 
season. 


—The  American  consuUle  has  been  removed  to 
No.  56Tli«ophiIoOnoni. 

—The  cruiser  HepnblUa  and  torpedo.boatl  SiU 
vado  and  Pedro  Affonso  left  for  Rio  Grande  on  the 
3rd  inst. 

—The  Argentine  government  has  appointed 
D.  Eduardo  Lavalle  10  the  consular  vacancy  at 
Ihis  port. 

—A  London  telegram  of  the  3rd  annonnces  the 
departure  for  Rio  de  Janeiro  ol'^Mr.  Philips,  the 
new  British  minister  to  this  country. 

—We  see  liy  our  iiuenoi  Aires  exchanges  that 
the  Argentine  minister  has  been  comiilaining  of 
the  alarming  telegram*  about  cholera  sent  up  by 
the  Pait  correspondent  in  that  city. 

— On  the  4th  inst.  the  Catholic  organ  o(  this 
city,  0  Aposloh,  entered  upon  its  list  year.  The 
frankness  and  courage  with  whicn  our  spiritual 
contemporary  is  now  liiscusslng  Ihe  political  ques- 
tions of  the  day  shows  that  it  possesses  also  not  a 
little  of  the  temporal  ardor  which,  when  well  used, 
renders  the  church  so  formidable  an  opponent. 

— A  sanitary  precaution  of  the  most  urgent 
character,  and  one  which  is  really  urgent  every  day 
in  the  year,  is  10  l>o  found  in  the  prompt  with- 
drawal of  all  mutilated  and  soiled  currency.  .\ 
more  fertile  source  of  infection  does  not  exist,  and 
as  these  notes  arc  continually  passing  from  hand 
to  band  iliej'  wn  nfi(  fail  to  spread  flie  germs  of 
Contagious  disease,  To  facilitate  the  exchange  of 
such  notes,  the  government  should  instruct  the 
postoffices,  revenue  offices  and  banks  to  receive 
them  and  send  ihem  in  to  the  redemption  bnre:iu 
for  destruction. 

—The  Paiz  of  the  4lh  was  again  to  the  front 
with  his  cholera  microbe.  An  illness  in  the  Guarda 
Velha  on  the  morning  of  the  3rd  was  pronounced 
to  be  cholera,  according  ti)  our  crilleague,  and  two 
patients  weie  removed  to  ihe  Jurujulia  hnspiial. 
Tlie  street  was  soon  after  filled  with  disinfeciion 
carts,  etc.,  and  all  precautions  were  taken  to  create 
the  greatest  amount  of  alarm  possilile.  The 
trouble  is,  ihe  Paiz  and  ceitftin  doctors  have  been 
so  stirred  up  by  recent  controversies  that  ihey  feel 
compelled  lo  make  all  the  noise  they  can  over  every 
case.  Whether  it  w,is  cholera,  or  nit,  there  was 
no  occasion  for  minute  descriptions  of  symptoms 
in  the  motning's  paper,  nor  lor  a  formal  parade  of 
disinfection  carts  in  the  vicinity.  If  these  over- 
zealous  parties  wish  to  scare  the  ciiy  into  fits, 
they  may  continue  on  the  course  begun. 


Business  Notes 


— The  Niclheioy  telephone  company  has  order- 
ed (r'lni  Buenos  Aires  the  material  required  for 
repairing  its  cable  across   the   bay. 

—The  government  restoied  the  Niclheroy  and 
Rio  telepiione  service  to  its  proprietors  on  the 
31st  ult.,  that  is  lo  say,  nine  months  after  the 
revolt  ended  in  tiiis  harbnr.  Why  was  it  con- 
sidered necessary  to  retain  tliis  properly  sn 
long  a  time? 

— On  the  4lh  inst.  llie  minister  of  finance  issued 
a  circular  declaring  that  all  mercliandise  embarked 
in  ihe  United  Stales  for  Braiil  up  to  the  31st  ult., 
accompanied  by  the  documents  required  to  prove 
such  embaTkation,  will  be  admitted  in  the  custom- 
houses of  Brazil  under  the  provisions  of  the  re- 
ciprocity  treaty  just  expired. 

— The  new  antiseptic  and  disinfectant  "Iial"  i» 
rapidly  gaining  a  prominent  place  among  the  pre 
parations  recommended  by  medical,  anihorities.  for 
the  destruction  of  noxious  germs.  It  is  a  non 
poisonous  prepar<ation,  and  is  used  internally  as 
well  09  externally.  For  toilet  purposes  it  ts  in- 
valuable, especially  in  a  climate  like  this.  We 
would  advise  our  readers  to  give  the  agent,  Mr. 
Nestor  Sampaio,  a  call  at  No.  55  Rua  do  Ouvidor. 

— On  the  2nd  inst.  the  minister  of  finance  issued 
a  circular  revoking  the  circular  of  May  a5th,  1894, 
which  was  based  on  another  circular  of  May  25111, 
1893,  all  relative  to  the  exempiion  of  American 
merchandise,  iraporled  under  the  reciprocity  trea- 
ty, from  the  expediente  tax,  but  refusing  repay- 
ment of  the  sums  thus  lar  illepilly  received.  The 
minister  now  recognizes  the  justice  of  these  claims 
and  calls  for  a  specification  of  the  amounts  thus 
collected. 

— The  contracts  lor  the  supply  of  about  154,000 
tons  of  steam  coal  for  the  Royal  Mail  Steamship 
Company  have  just  been  accepted.  That  for  the 
whole  of  the  coal  required  lor  bunkering  the 
steamers  at  Southampton  has  been  obtained  liy  the 
Cambrian  Navigation  Company,  of  CarditT,  the 
quantity  being  upwards  of  80,000  tons.  The  other 
Welsh  firms  whose  tenders  have  been  accepted  are 
the  Ocean,  the  Powel!  Duffryn,  and  the  Naval 
Colliery  companies.  The  price  is  understood  to 
be  .somewere  between  lOJ,  (jd.  and  \\s.  per  ton. 
—  Transport,  Dec.  7. 

—A  new  contract  has  been  celebrated  between 
the  French  government  and  the  Messageries  Ma- 
ritimes  company,  and  is  now  awaiting  the  np- 
proval  of  the  legislature.  The  old  contract  was 
celebrated  in  1S88  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years, 
under  which  the  company  nndettook  that  its  mail 
packets  should  cover  463,215  marine  leagues  a 
year,  in  return  for  an  annual  subvention  of 
12,469,284  trancs.  According  to  the  new  contract, 
the  dilTerent  lines  will  be  subsidised  at  diiTtfrent 
rates  per  marine  league  (about  3^  sea  miles), 
viz.,  the  Mediterranean  line,  14  francs  So  cen- 
times; Brazil  and  La  Plata  line,  17  francs  80  cen- 
times ;  E^st  Coast  of  Africa  line,  20  francs  ;  and 
India,  China,  and  Australia  line,  33  francs;  ,tbe 
average  being  26  trancs  91  centimes.  The  object 
of  Ihe  new  convention  is  to  further  extend  some 
ot  the  CKisliiig  lines,  and  to  increase  the  speed  of 
ihe  boats  in  the  principal  lines  by  half  a  knot  or  a 
whole  knot  per  hour.  The  CDuipany  is  to  receive 
no  increase  of  premium  for  ihi.s,  but  will  reap  the 
advantage  of  prolongation  of  the  contract  tor 
another  nine  years,  or  until  1912.  The  company 
besides  relinquishes  the  subsidy  of  878,904  francs 
now  granted  10  the  Brazil  and  La  Plaia  line, 
without  discontinuing  the  line,  but  this  sacrifice 
will  prove  to  be  a  very  small  one  because  the 
steamers  running  to  South  America  will  have  a 
claim  to  the  navigation  bounty,  ivhich,  while 
subsidised  for  the  mail  service,  they  do  not  enjoy.
